ABSTRACT 

The object of the invention is to provid e a cam e ra that e xhibits an inoroasod impact 
resiGtanco, and to that e nd th e inv e ntion provid e s on observation device comprising a 
housing, an optical lens with a field of viovv, which is accommodat e d with th e housing, said 
housing comprising an outer dom e which is transpar e nt, at least in th e field of viow of the 
l e ns, for prot e cting th e l e ns, and an inn e r dome disposed within th e out e r dom e . — The 
obs e rvation d e vic e having th e abov e construction is resistant to impact by an object with a 
maximum impact energy of a first magnitud e , whilst the obsorv^ation devic e not fitted with an 
inner dom e is r e sistant to impact by said obj e ct with a s e cond maximum impact energy of a 
s e cond magnitude. The proportion botwoon the first magnitud e and th e s e cond magnitud e is 
at l e ast 1.1. An observation device includes a housing and an optical lens having a field of 
view. The housing includes an outer dome having at least one transparent portion and an 
inner dome. The optical lens is accommodated within the housing. The outer dome is 
transparent in the field of view of the lens and is configured to protect the lens. The 
observation device is resistant to impact by an object with a maximum impact energy of a 
first magnitude. A like observation device, but lacking an inner dome, is resistant to impact 
by the object with a maximum impact energy of a second magnitude. The ratio between the 
first magnitude and the second magnitude is at least 1.1. 
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
